Regret is expresHod at the deatli of the 
late J oseph Spratt, whu had been couneot- 
ed with the board siiieo its fouiidatioti.

The tjraiiting of a sum to operate ;i 
signal station at Donillii Point will pro- 
vidu a long fult want, and its establish- 
iiiont will undoubtedly jirove of iiniuensu 
advantage to thu shipping interests and 
greatly aid in tho protection of life. 

Tho pilotage and towage griovenco had 
not boon remedied tiiid had acted detri- 
iiieiitiilly to the nitereata of the porta of 
the province. Thu unreciprocaled facili- 
ties atrorded fiu-oign tow-boats still ei- 
iated, and tho hope was expressed that u 
remedy would aoon bo applied. 

Tho report regards with satisfnction the 
grunting of assistance to the Shuawap and 
Okaaagon road, and truats that aid will 
be afibrded othur projected linos in 
tho provinco in order that the mining 
and ; (»ricultural iiiterest« of the in- 
terior may bo developed. 'J'ho ex- 
tension of the E. & N. railway north- 
ward from Naiiaiiuo, and the building of 
thu Beecher Bay branch it is cx]>ected 
will shortly be commenced, and will open 
up markets to our products hitherto unat- 
tainable. The line in the near future iiiu.st 
naturally be carried far beyond Couiox, 
and it is hojjed the Donunion ( lovornmont 
will locognizo tho importance of promot- 
ing ita completion. 

Under the head of immigratiun it is sug- 
gestod that a board of information similar 
to that supplied by the .State of Oregon, 
bo instituted under the direction of the 
Provincial government, as it would great- 
ly aid in inducing immigration, and in ac- 
cording iiiimigranta necessary information 
ill regard to suitable localities, now not 
attainable. 

Tho absence of an insolveni^ law .that 
will provide for tho e<|uitable distribution 
of insolvents' eatatea w.-ia regrei- 
ablo. Tho ahaence of audi logialatiou 
must still tend to hani]ier and discourage 
business. 

The Behriiigs aea matter wa.s referred 
to, regret behig exprosaud that a .satia- 
frtotory settlement had not been arrived 
at, as it had tho effect of eri]ji)liiig the 
aealiuK induatry. It is hoped that the 
coming investigation of reported cod 
banks on the weal coast may justify a 
largo tlevelopmenl of ajirotitable industry. 
Tho removal of the duty on liah entering 
thu United Stales would render a rapid 
growth of trade from this province in 
dried and salted fish. The suggestions 
made by tho board in regard to tho ro- 
atriction of salmon fishing in the rivers of 
the province have practically been carried 
into ell'ect.

There is not tho loaat liklihood of 
what you apprehend happening." Mr. 
Parnell stated that tliis might he 
genuine ; he could not recollect 
it, however. Regarding Egau's loiter of 
October 25, 1881, to Caroy, saying: "I 
have sent in £200 ; when will you under- 
take to get tho work done ? Give us value 
for our money," Mr. Paniell said: "Tho 
Attorney-General stated that tho police 
found the letter in Carey's house. Doubt- 
loss genuine letters from Mr, Egan wei'e 
found there, but Mr. Egan was never le- 
gally charged with writing tho one in 
question. His cabled denial denounces 
the letter as a forgery." Parnell de- 
nounced as an absolute forgery the letter 
B%id>to. have 'been' smun^kd- from him 
wlitle..in«Kilmainbam^ jail, addressed to 
Egan.

TUB TEACHERS' INSTITUTE. 

The lotirth :uimial convention ol the 
teachers of this province, was a greater 
success tliau any which preceded it. In 
point ol numbers it was all that could 
have been desired and the interest taken 
in it was worthy its importance. The 
proceedings throughout were character- 
ized by an enthusiasm which speaks vol- 
umes for tho heurtinesa which the teach- 
ers bring to their work in the schools- an 
evidence that the nobility of tile calling 
in which tliey are enija^'ud is fully appre- 
ciated by them. The pui)era read were 
far beyond tho average, many bearin;; 
traces of achohuly attainments and deep 
thought. These deserve to be preserved 
for the use of those who come after; placed 
in-Bome durable shape a mine of valuable 
information would thus be within the easy 
reach of those for whose benefit it was 
especially written. The entertainment 
last evening was a fitting conclusion to 
the exercises of tho last few days; and 
was enjoyed to tho full by those who at- 
tendcil it. It goes without saying that 
much of the success achieved was duo to 
the /.eal in the cause of education of Sup- 
erintendent Pope, ably assisted by In- 
spector \yUson and the committee of man- 
<4jaiirenr.' It ia eatiiestly to bo liupod 
that the objects of the (gathering have been 
accomplished, the interchange of thought 
on school methods and work, and the in- 
fusing of a spirit of camaraderie among 
the teachers of tlio province. 



TRAlNLNtf TJIE EYE AND HAND. 

It has long been complained that our 
schools and colleges have "too much to do 
with books and too little to do with 
things." I'liis objection has been accen- 
tuated by some evidence given before thu 
Labor Conuiiissioii, and by a recent re- 
port of Inspector Hughes of tho Toronto 
school board. I'rofeasor Huxley, in a 
recent number of tho Popular Scieiic! 
Monthly, also observes; — 

If there were no such things as indus- 
trial pursuits, a sj'stem of education which 
does nothing for the faculties of ubaervu- 
tiou, which trains neither the eye nor the 
hand, and is compatible with utter ignor- 
ance of the commonest natural trutha, 
might atiU be reasonably regarded as 
strangely imperfect. 

The changes of half a century have 
brought a great advance iu the general 
education of the masses, but at tlie same 
time tho old order of apprenticeship to 
industrial callings has krgely gone out 
without its place being adequately filled. 
The jiroblem of the time is iiow to brim; 
the education of the eye and the hand in 
to the educational system more full}-. 
Our public school .system, like that ol 
.some other comitries, has made but littli- 
progress in this diiucliou. Il is even 
<lue«lioned wlielliur the state ought to 
undertake tho work of technical training 
for particular truiles and induatrius, bm 
the want should be supplied in some way 
There are at present better facilities for 
the pursuits of ornamental studies tlinn 
for' the acquisition of technical and niu- 
chauioal skill of a high order. We are 
pleased to find that tlio question was 
touched on at (he Teaclierii' institute, 
which has just come lo a close in this city, 
and trust that I he uritler will not lie 
there. In this young country we want 
skilled mi'chaiiics ami .•nii/.iins i|uite a.-> 
much as lawyers, doctors, .iiiii Hclmlurs. 
It must be di iUed into the miiuls of the 
young that a man is no leas a gentleniini 
and no leas worthy of social status be- 
couse he does not belong to the charmed 
circle of the so-called learned professions. 

"THE VICTORIA KVIiltClKCULATOR."

THE DEFENCE OF ESQUIMALT, 

In the House of Lords on the 27th ult., 
Loi-d Sudeley asked the government what 
arrangements had been made with the 

Dominion Govornment for tho defence of 
the naval he \d([uartcrs of the I'acitic in 
Ksciiiiuialt harbor; wliether plans for fort- 
ifications had been tiuished; when wciidd 
the works bo commenced; when woidd the 
armament be sent out; and whether tho 
govornment woidd state by what d;ite tho 
fortitications would bo completed and the 
guna plactd in position? The Secretary 
for the Colonies replied that no arrange- 
ments as yet had been actually made with 
the Dominion fiovernniont. Arrange- 
ments had been made for the ilefence of 
Esquimau liaibor. '['hese had lieen com- 
mnnie.Ued lo tlie Dominion (iovernment 
by a dis[)atch dated .hme Killi. On learn- 
ing from the Dominion (ioverniueiit that 
they woiilil a.ssenl tu the arrangemcnis, 
with or without souk: all eratiou of details, 
Ller Majesty's gcjvernmeiit would be in a 
position immediately to proceed with tho 
work contemplated. The guns and such 
other armament as was provided in Eng- 
land were in n very forward state of 
preparation, and there would be no delay 
on that acure. The plans f<ir furtitications 
and defences had been prepared in l']iig- 
land, and no further step could betaken 
until Her MajesL3-'3 government received 
an answer from the Dominion Llovern- 
meiit. Those who were afraid in regard 
to P.urrard Inlet may rest tolerably well 
at ease, considering what was stated in 
the House of Lords on June 12th by the 
noble lord who then spoke, and by the 
opinion he had given tu the Dominion 
Government, an opinion which had 
received tho concurrence of both 
the naval and military deiiartments. 
Tho following was une passage of the des- 
patch which he sunt to Canada: It 
will be observed that tho iiroposed scheme 
of defence has be(Mt drawn up more es- 
pecially with a view to the direct defence 
of the harbour of ' Esquimalt. Protection 
is, however, at the same time, conferred 
upon the town of Victoria; When Esqui- 
malt has been macle into a strong naval 
bivse, the danger of attempting the bom- 
bardment of Victoria, which will be fruit- 
less of all real military result, becomes so 
gieat as to render such a measure highly 
improbable. For similar reasons any 
hostile o])erations .against liurrard Inlet, 
or Nanaimo, need hardly be anticijiated. 
No naval commander would be likely to 
ri.-ik his vessels in the somewhat intricate 
navigation and prevalent fogs which char- 
acterize these straits, leaving in his rear 
tho strong strategic position of Esquinialt. 
With respect to any fortifications by land, 
that matter will of course receive consid- 
eration, but not at the present time. 
There was no necessity at present to con- 
sider that portion of the scheme.

'L'liey wear 
very rich and very simple clothes, with a 
lit and n llnl.'ili that speaks of Paris, 1-oti- 
don and tho very best dressmakers and 
tailors of this city. They never admit any 
eccentricities of dress, and are so severely 
costumed that they considerably resemble 
imch other and would scarcely bo called 
beauMful so lunch as chic. This stream 
Hows down to Sixteenth street and there 
it stops, absolutely and at ouee, and one 
never .sees ii siugle woman Of It below that 
part of town. 

At Konrteenth begins a crowd of stran- 
gers. All along tliat thoroughfare the 
strangers are mostly from the small towns 
about New York, and provincialism has 
marked theiu for lt,s own. Their clothes 
are echoes of past fiusUlous, their bang.s 
are llaniboyant, tl«y carry little hand 
sachels and cluster about the shop win- 
dows. At home against their own back- 
ground they are very attractive looking, 
but against the radiant freshness and fine 
grooming of the Now York girl they look 
not quite well kept. 

After turning the Fourteenth street 
corner one begins to see the western and 
southern giria, who wear expensive mate- 
rials that are well made but lack in style. 
This autumn one recognizes these women 
by tho heliotrope gowns that New York 
alHiudoned hist spring. They are, as a 
rule, extremely pretty in a picturesque, 
individual fa.shlon. rarticniarly Is thi.s 
Imoof the middle aged women, who re- 
l.nln tho beauty of tliclr llgures wonder- 
;ully, nnd wbo have, many of them, big, 
■•oft darkeyi.'.s and thick gi-ay curls arountl 
their brows. They are neither so fair nor 
Ml rosy as New York women. 

IJehjw K.iL;litli strict tho crowd changes 
ioi- a tliird time and are imtlvo New 
Vorkers again. These .tra the women 
who work lor their living, and may bo 
:.ci:u In grou|)S of two and three going 
home anywhere hetwr'en 1 and 7 o'clock. 
■I'heso women have a ^'ond looking .sprink- 
ling of eldciiy, nieai;cr females in dingy 
lihick, with anxiiuis faces and little blaci; 
i'.i s in which they carry their lunch to 
tli.' oiUccs where they work. Many of 
ilieniare pretty anil many young. Their 
hitlics are evidently selected with an eye 
lo wear, the purchases evidently being 
had in mind wlietlier tho material would 
show spots and dnstanil whether It was 
ihc .-.■ime on both .■■idea, .10 tliat it would 
■ti:; Their general appearance show.s 
i':i:it tlicy have Leeii hard at work all day 
l!a\e hiicl meager toilet ai)pliances to 
; ^ ;i:iir damages Ijeforc eonnng out on tho 
t;c;.i. .Many of tlicni walk arm inarm, 
\iith a little indeiieiuleut luilf masculine 
air that they have insensibly picked up 
' . om their employers, and jostle through 
the hurrying tln-ongs of men 'without no- 
ticing them. They arc pretty and lady- 
ld;e, as a rule. — New York World.

Atnaavlt of All Ohee and 8(ntement of Ah Lln- 
Serlous Okarges. 

In giving the allidavit of .Miss .Jessie 
l''iiwler in yesterday morniiig's issue, the 
result of the application for I he ]iosseHsion 
of All Lhi was not staled. .\h Uhee.witli 
whom Ah Ijin lived for sever.d weeks, ile- 
sireil to resuiuo inlereourse with Ah Lin 
for tho purpose of liecoiiiiiig legally mar- 
ried to her. Several iitlidavits wero pre- 
sented before Mr. Justice Cray, who, in 
.is'tonting to the issuance of a summons to 
[uoduce Ah Lin in court, said that if the 
statements contained in the allidavits were 
true, the ease should not stop at this 
point, but Mr. d'ardiier's conduct shoulil 
1)0 investigated by the courts. I'he girl 
was produced in court and was examined 
before tho Kiigistrar, but averred that 
she did not want to marry Ah C.'hee, luil 
desired to return to the Homo. Ah 
Lin at iirst denied any knowledge 
of Ah Cliee, then admitted that she had 
lived with him for three weeks, and that 
he hail given her t lie elol liing she wore. 

It is claimed liy the parly suing for the 
possession of .Ah Lin that nmlue inlluencc 
was used over her in mder that she might 
aivt) the evidence that she did. That alio 
ran away from the Home in tho lirst place 
anil remained away80ver.d months is true; 
that she was cruelly turned away in mid- 
winter in scant clothing, by Mr. (iardner, 
is iilso true; that she lived with Ah Chee 
several weeks ill content is the case, and 
tli.it at the time she was t.akeu to the 
llome again she went with reluctance, 
and with the understanding that she was 
to marry .Mi Chee in a tew days, seems 
also to lie established; and therefore the 
friends of Ah Chee feel confident that she 
was by some means itersuaded to remain 
where she now is. .\h Chee is a respect- 
able Chinese veget.aMe veinlor, h.aviug 
lived in \'icli.iria for ;i dozen years ; 
is well known to inanj' citizens as 
such, and is ,a sinilile minded 
fellow who tells his story with every evi- 
dence of truthfulness. As Ah Lin stated 
she did not desire to go under the iiro- 
tection of a white family in preference to 
the Home, and did not u.aiit to mai'ry 
-\li Chee, of course the court had nothing 
I'Ise to do but to return her to th.at insti- 
tution. 

However, that does not destroy the 
weight of the evidence sul^mitted in the 
.iliidavits, and there is tho conviction in 
many |)erson's minds that matters in con- 
nection with girls taken by force into the 
Chinese Home, and married from there 
are not altogether what they ought to he. 
I'lierefore, an invest ig.ation in court, by a 
responsible tribunal, of the allair is just 
what they would like, and so would '1'hk 
Ciiui.Nisr. ft is immaterial to ua iii what 
form it may come, so long as im- 
prejiidiced judges may determine where 
I he wrong lies. We believe a most griev- 
ous wrong exists, and as we before stated, 
we helie\'e that .Mr. (I.aidiier i.) in i irerisi.'- 
ly the M.'uiu' position as I'l'iif. .Meiizies was 
]daceil in hy liiiii. The allidavits have 
lieen on tile in court for a couple of weeks, 
and yeaterday we produced one; and tins 
niornittg wo produce Ah Chee's allidavit. 
If Mr. Oardiior is innocent of the i:hai'ges 
ciiiitaiiied in the sworn st.ateiiieiils, .and 
.•iS our counteliaiire of them show, we 

have conlidence in their I mill, he will 
take some means, ;ih the Imnesl man he 
cbiinis lo be, to refute llieiu. He has 
written several hyperbolical epistles to 
tbo newspapers as to his integrity, and 
he now has the opportunity to prove that 
he is entitled to his self-vaunted good- 
ness.

He said it. would \<v a good ilniig and fully 
approved of the marriage. He said the 
girl beluiigud lu liia girls' school. lie told 
me if I would pay him §200, besides the 
expenses of the marriage, which he .said 
Would not exceed §10, he would let me 
marry .Ml Lin. I next .saw saw Prof. 
.Meii/.ies and told him that \'r()(Mnan 
wanted me to pay him .v'JUO, besides ex- 
lieiises. Prof. .Meiizics tohl iiie N'rooinaii 
liiul no right to give nie the girl to lu.arry. 
Meiiz.ies said he h.id supported the girl 
several months, had bought her ch»the8, 
shoes, stockings, etc.. and provided her 
with board and lodging, and that if 1 
.vould reimljurse him his ex]ienses he 
Would let me m.arry the girl without 
charging me anything. 1 told him 
I had no iiioiioy then, but thought 
I could get it in another month. 1 asked 
how much the exijcnses would amount to. 
H e said $150 would cover all expenses in- 
cluding tho costs of the marriage and the 
woildiiig iireseiits.

I told 
Ah Liu two or throe days would not make 
much dUterenco, und us Vrooman had 
promised to lot us marry iiroporly at tho 
expiration of that, time she had lietter go, 
I'poii A'roimiaii promising that I might 
comutoseoAh Linal. tin! Home evtuy 
day, the latter consentsd to go on account, 
of my solicitation. Ah Lin, Vrooman and 
niyaolf then wont to tho Jloiiie. I told 
An, Lin ^ood bye and ytiiui outside, but 
was waiting for Vroojnan to C()mo nut to 
tell bini good bye, whuii I hc;iii| .Ah Lin 
commonce to cry very hard. I believe 
some poruun wus bouting Ah Lin, 1 run 



back and rung the door bell and told the 
woman coming to the door that no one 
should strike Ah Li>i. She denied tlml 

anyone was being whipped. I went to 
the Home on tin- next day to see Ah Lin, 
and «;is refused admittance.
